Europe of Lnto Has Surpassed Itself la
Laud (ir.ibblng.

There la much comment upon Lord
Jioscbcry'a recent statement that In
the last 12 years ?,COO,000 square miles
hate been ndded to the British cm
plre. The statement Is treated as a con-fetsl-

of "land-grabbing- " In ar!ous
quarters. This leads the London Times
to publish nn Interesting record of the
acquisitions of various nations ill tho
Inst 12 years, with the object of prov-
ing that, considering her opportunities,
England bos not been the greatest sin
ner. Taking the beginning ot 1SS4 as
the starting point of the Inquiry, it is
found that tho scramblo for territory
was Initialed by Germany In that year.
It was In that year that a congress of
the powers held In Berlin attempted to
regulnttt the rush and to define the du
ties of the rhal grabbers toward each
other and toward tho nativcB.

Great Britain began In 1854. with an
empire of 8,530,770 square miles, and
by 1S0G had added 2,599,090 quaro
miles, bringing her total, Including the
homo country, to 11,129,800 sqtiaro
mile, or one-thir- d moro than sho hnd
at the earlier date. For centuries be
fore 1SS4 commerce had familiarized
her with tho tarlous countries best sit-
uated for production and trade, with
the ronult that while tho continental
xvera of Kurope wcro buoy at

homo watching and waning with
each other, her citizens occupied
tho IuiuIh most worth hating.
She thus gained vast nreaa with-
in the temperate zone, such as
Canada and Australia, suited to

Immigrants, or densely popu-
lated countries llko India, which en-rh- h

her commerce. Wherever In any
part of the globo a port was needed,
or a coaling station, she ncqulrcd lt,
hating, ns n rule, no comictltor, by
reason of tho fact thnt France, Ktissio,
Germany, Austria, etc., were preoccu-
pied w 1th internal questions or In htrug-gle-s
